Quean'a rushed from, ia'qe off, 
Boucher tcstlns Sullivan. 4ind Plat- 
ton shot from centre, but was wide 
Boucher ruahed down the slîe. but 
mlBsed «n bis shot and Hudson 
brought It l»ftCk but los*. at Queen's 
net when two niien blocked him. antf

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THE TRUE PATRIOTISM 



In every college community as well as in evco' oilier com- 
munity there is always found the type of person who belongs to 
the ultra-patriotic class. In college he is the man who ajt a game 
cxprc.s.srr, liis loyally by clierrinf; the misfortunes of the oppos- 
itiR players and hi.ssing the referee when his judgments do not 
fcem in favour of the home team. In politics he is the man 'who 
Eupporls his parly on any and every issue without any regard 
whatsrjcvrr for the risrhtness or wrongness of the policy of thai 
parly. In the social or industrial world he is the man whose blind 
hatred for some other class is based solely upon some apparent 
d'f fr-.rr.nrc in wealth or opportunity. In national life his extreme 
love of country shows itself in expressions of hatred for every 
other country. In each case he prides himself on his patriotism, 
and looks upon all others whose feeling does not express itself 
in such extravagant phrases as lukewarm. 

.Such an altitude is not only unpatriotic but evi>n disloj'al. 
"My count rj'. right or wrong" is a slogan that does more to des- 
troy the peace of the world than any amounjt of so called apathy. 
]t is to lhal spirit that most of the friction between communities", 
c'.isses, nations and even races can be traced. It is founded upon 
prejudice, and picqudice is based upon emotion of the least de- 
sirable sort. It is a notorious faot that during the war each side 
had large and efficiently organized departments through which 
all news had to pass. These departments carefully magnified 
enemj' atrocities, and slurred over, or deleted altogether, ■ news 
which would ler,d to lower popular estimation of their own 
armies. Deliberate campaigns of propaganda were carried on for 
the purpose of exciting public enthusiasm. The result was a wide- 
spread wave of ultra-patriotism of the worst type. Some stalce- 
mcn have had the courage to say thai*, if the public had known 
the facts from the beginning, there would have been no war. 
Whether llîis be true or not, it is a fact that there has been in 
nearly cvfiy country a reaction in the opposite direction that in 
some cases has menaced or even caused the downfall of the 
existing form of government. 

Progrc!'.? has never been achieved through emotion, and 
never will, foi alway.? ihc swinj.' of the eternal pendulum will 
bring with it a reaclicn. Reaeon is the only sound basis, and un- 
I'il men learn lo govern their affairs rationally, progress will lake 
place ouW hy fits and starts, ll i.--; to the university that a coun- 
try looks for ilr leaders, flic world needs men whose- patriotism 
is of the real type, wiiose purpose is not merely to forward the 
interests of some particular parly, bui'. lo make the -greatest 
possible contribution to the whole, men who are always eager 
lo support the right, and ready lo condemn the wrong, regard- 
less of ijcrçonal affiliations. Their spirit must be one of injterna- 
lionalism, which in llif final analysis is the highest possible form 
of potrioli.'ini. .Sufli a spirit can be developed only by a constuni 
and unjjrriudiccd endeavour Jo think in broad terms even in ihe 
:unimportant mai'.'.crs of life.

vince a grottp ot hard-headed busi- 
ness etcutivc; who v ew a Univers.!- 
u- In terms of their own test of ii;- 
dustrlal succMS nuantlUtives may 
observe iha: Prafessor B-.who suc- 
ceeded the g-eal Professor A— is a 
dub. but how mc.Vi! H l^nown and still 
be polite? -end loyal, or yes loyal? 
Educators may sec brilliant men re- 
fusing to teach because of what miy 
oc called the economic law of acade.

Second, ihe inoFi convincing .symp 
torn that qiia'liativo"- tinprovoincnt is 
dcslr.ablc is the extreme apathy of iho 
students. To pro- this, It is only ne 
cessary to slf th-"ough any recitation 
in which an attempt is made to ell 
c!t general i;'ea."î, o.- to listen in on 
•any conversation af 'a student ga'.h 
cring place. 

This Is partly Cue to the fact thai 
their own .irt'.vll'es and Interests, and 
setting up their own standards as to 
what is to be prized in a University 
traSnhig. h.n? diverted the rest frjm 
the time-honored ct.iectlve of a col 
lege - odiicat Ion tliu jmrsuit of learn- 
ing. Then, too. iho general qualitative 
condition. Frankly,, as a head of 
department ftatud recently, wo, .MX 
getting more nn-î more students "f 
the t.vpe that tormnrly went to normal 
schools and "busipcsn colleges." stu- 
dents with ranowly utilitarian .a'ms 
poor educationci grounding and simll 
ability. The Unhcrslty is fast 
coming a roinbînation of normii-l 
school and buslnsv*. college. As a Jon 
sequence, we sre !esing the more d'?- 
sirable stuilents and are hampering 
those we do hav; with lack of faolll 
lies.' . 

The Vagabond oinncd and dinned 
last year thai intellectual curiosity is 
dying among. iSc-s ludenti .and - that thf 
faculty and adnilrlctration should/ W 
In a frenzy of discontent with evcr>'- 
thlng about them, including themsel 
ves. But what do wp see? Men bury 
ing themselves '.'Inv relatively Inconse- 
quential pedantic investigations, dish. 
Ing out antiquated lectures, trj'ing to 
lure here; more jneotailjr sterile pl'ia- 
eure-seekers-^nd • oêcaslonally they 
point to figures and croak — "'Progress." 

It is some consolotlon that we have 
a handfiif of trô(Pach"blar8V of irne 
teac'.iers,; of olscoui'aged and dlssalis 
fled men^ ■ »ho i'.re-î<rtting th'-rr'selves 
slceplesg 'or who hove ago ■. fretted 
themselves Ir.to a paralysis of despali' 
over the hldeouj licpele.ss waste "f 
making a mffs add'ng-machlne cut 
of a noble University.

students of this subject, swarms of 
shallow aspirants for Jobs, who sneer 
at the equally essential humanistic ana 
BcifiilUlc alms 0' the UnlvciHlty, and 
wiio can never anything but petty 
cogs In useless Industrie*. 

The Memorial buildings will un- 
doubtedly cor.lrIbulo toward making 
University life pleason'tr in some re 
spccts; they will iOto Increace the ma. 
terlai Impr-isislvfaieHB of the liietltu 
tlon, and they wii' attract here mart 
Btudents of the type that woiild come 
primarily on uf.cci/nt of eoclo.1 and rc- 
croallonal facilities. But one cannot 
help feeling- that the money could 
have been cpcnt In >ya.ys that would 
be of Incalcula'j.y greater quolllatjvo 
benefit to 'Iipo L'r Iverslly. U Is 'n 
contestable _that tit greatest need of 
the Ty'nlvcrjlty !j belter professors 
Now Ihlg fl.GCO.OOO would have t.n 
dowed ten cliali'n et IIO.OOO to fl2,000 
annually, which wruld have ' ooa.T 
brought here f cr,< of 'tjie greatest scbo 
lars'ln the world- Columbia University 
but recently ralsej the salarleB of their 
a'x best men to JiO.OOO. Think of it- 
wo could have hf d lieie ;i world- 
mous chcmlBl, a w.orld fanioi/s hiB.tor 
Ian, a great j.hiu.n plier, a great econu.

From .thîse connldcratlonn we 
Ilevc the followinir recaolution In indl- 

ca.tcd: 

Quantitative and material expansion 
shotiUI bo j,:ispcnderi at.leastU'Bmpornr. 
lly In favor of qualitative improve- 
ment: In other v.'ords. Fineness must 
replace Bigness and Showiness hh the 
Ideal of the American Unlverslt.v, )f 
crealivc thought Is to pcrsat. 

Clncretely this niean.s that Ihe 
wortlilcs.q studcnta must be ellmin-it 
ed by higher oiitrancc requlremenff 
and higher stnnuards of University 
work, and llint or.r no.vi large «peadi- 
tiircs must be f'-r first-class profes- 
ors. llhr.ary facilitlo.". scientific eqtilp» 
ment; concerts, rrfs galleries, cultural 
muscums. and lecturers. It mcana abovo 
all that Wo should stop trying to (te 
cide ourselves and our siibldlnrlcs 
the pi>-ople of tli-^ state, into thinking 
that we have realized Celestial Com 
monwoalth in Rf-st Bloomington, niid 
that w* should creel our publicity to 
bringing about p. greater conadoua 
nes« of our .needs. 

We have come to the conclusion that 
the University's policy of advertising 
and publicity la a wrongly directed 
one. We have been- telling t'.ie people 
of htc state cf Indiana, through t 
Dally Student nj:d othemlse, what a 
glorious, opulent a.«d completely cqu<p 
ped Institution wo hiiv^ here, what n 
■disllngulshcd" fatuity. how many 
acres of ground, vha(. îilgli -minded nni 
zealous students, how many bushitls 
of enrollment wc hove crammed Into 
a relatively constant npprojriatlon. Of 
courae-'we. ar» -I'ot octunliy -"' fooling 
everyb6dj;y,"'->y otir "Florida-talk," htit 
they cannot help gelling the Impres 
slon that we arc pretty well fiallst-cd 
with what wc htivc. and thai our 
wants are Ballsfieil to repletion by n 
benign and munificent,, legislature. 

Now Just suppose., we took tCio op- 
pohite pollcy.rijond^j tried candor— not 
from any «Ihical stringency, bui jnorje 
ly an.. a sound hlislne.«.s measure. Y»'c 
would not peed to exaggerate: i.hc/ 
actuality Is Impresslvo enough. There 
1.S no reaso.i whi' wo should make 
bones about it. Suppose wo said tc 
the people «.-'.Iniîiuna: "Sco here, nur 
faculty Is fast l.econilng very me.11- 
ocie. We oj.v« OAld such pitiful sa 
laries that we hav: not been .able.tc 
keep many really eminent men, ex- 
cept such as haris on out of a senti 
mental loyally. Oui- Wbrary is ina 
dequatc. U is impossible to find < 
seal any evening duiiiig the school 
y€«r after srvc:i o'clock, .and there 1.» 
not sufficlonl money to buy books for 
gradunlc 'ciicaroh. Von arn swamp 
Ing us wll-h Inforioi' Htndents." 

Woiild there not he some awakcnitig 
to our deflilenci'f ? . 
~The usual argument .•igaln.tl any m 
tempt to obtain .', nioio telec'i. -in- 
dent body ly that llie pODiiie of Ihr 
stale are '.laving ttj-ves to .luppnrt ll.f 
school, and heuce declare that iill 
thatr 1)oya and glrla hnvc » right Ir; 
go through Ihe Lfnlycrally. 

This. Wo thinic'is^noi! Iriie for th> 
reaaoit: that. In talking with people 
of the slate recently, wo found tlit 
widespread belief th.if "loo many ynuii; 
fools ore rtolng d'^wn lo Uie Université 
m*re>v *3 have a r.>od lime." and ll; i' 
ironfy woa ••vasl'.il nii them. This .it 
tllui'e of Mind tbriiid ho encouriif:fd 
.'nrifnd of t!'„ opi)(.t:io one we 'lls- 
iemtnatad. that everybody la worth 
alzteen years of higher education, imd 
that f.ic ia7.y, dumi ynkci will under 
CO «. f olden troj'formallon.. The old 
maxim is profoundly true: that ynu 
can't make 'IH^ riirsu out of a sow's 
ear. Or, ag Jordan phrnyod ii, ihcie 
It no use wasting a two thousand dol
